NATnmXPBISES 

Senatorial Campaign Chalrmm, la 
Htatement, TeUs the GrMtt Having 
to tha VeauMB Faeple Bade by 
BepabBeaa kimtaUMOim. 

Waahlngton, June 25. — Reductions 
la appropriatlona, federal taxes and 
freight ratee alnoa tha Republican ad- 
mtnlstraUon came Into power were da- 
ulled In a sutement iaauad tonight by 
Senator MoCormick of llttnota, Chair- 
man of the Republican Senatorial 
Campaign Coinmltlee. 

That the Kepublican Congress had 
saved the taxpayerH seven billions of 
dollars compared with "the sums 
Housht to be spent under the Wilson 
udmlnistrulion during three years," 
was asserted by Senator MoCormick, 
who added: 

"Since Warren Harding took ofHce 
we have paid nearly a button dollars 
of the national debt. We have cut the 
annual expenditure of the federal gov- 
ernment by a billion dottara, or about 
25 per cent, per annum. No other gov- 
ernment In the world has done any- 
thing like It. .Neither have any of the 
aiute or municipal governments, many 
of which hiive uirri.atied taxation. 

"Since Warren Hardinn look office 
the present CoiiKii'.ss lia.s rcduce<l the 
annual aggregale of taxation by about 
a billion dollars, by some eight hun- 
dred million dollars for the current 
year, and by a billion dollars a year 
thereafter. We have wiped off the stat- 
ute booka a score or two of nuisance 
uxes which felt upon emythtng used 
by father, mother, sister and aonny. 
We have been able to reduce alt in- 
come taxes so that for every one they 
are less, for example, than those paid 
In the British Isles. The additional 
Income lax uxempllons have reduced 
by about u third tho tax of the family 
man wllli an imumc of f.'i.iiiin a year 
or less We iioi only have ri-duced the 
total sum of federal taxation by about 
a billion dollars a year, but we have 
reduced it to such a point that the 
government ot the United States col- 
lecU from iU citlsens per capita about 
one-third as much aa doos the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain.

Mrs. Nancy Solster, of the Spring- 
dale neighborhood, was held by 
'Squire Q. V. Truesdell, ot Trinity, in 
an examining trial held Monday morn- 
ing, to be chiefly responsble for the 
death of an infant, the child ot her 
daughter, .Mrs. Dewey Sweet, whose

Publicity AMOolOtton. "For years Ih. 
South has given most of its attention 
to production of cotton, to the neglect 
of many other Industries that offer 
in-eat opportnnlUes. Qradually that 
section has ben developing other lines 
•)f production and has gone quite ex- 
tenstvely into nianutacturing, but has 
yet far to go More It will be as near- 
ly self-contained as it should be. Bach 
.-omnninity, each section, each nation. 
should be as iio;irly sclf-BUStBlning 
•ind self-reliant as practicable. TUTjen 
each has produced all the raw ma- 
teriaU and manufactured soods it can 
produce, there will still be plenty 
be purchased from the outside. 

"If the aouth will get away from 
the old Democratic idea that it U al- 
ways best to 'buy where you can buy 
the cheapest,' and wlU learn to en 
coura^te It* own ladustries and the In- 
dustrie.-- of th nation, there Wl|l be 
more prosperity in the South and over 
the entire Vnited States. Sending 
SendliiK money away to buy go<ids 
that can he produced at home is poor 
bnsini'ss [.ulicy. Even if a ^<li^;htly 
higher price is paid for the good.i pro- 
duced at hime .the purchaser receives 
au advantage from the fact that the 
purchase price goes to pay the wa>;cs 
of home people, thus further increas- 
ing the demand tor home commodities 

"In climate, to soil, i nthe varied 
character of Itt natural resouroes. no 
other section o fths country is so 
greatly blessed ss the Sooth, but it 
has. been cursed by a poUtieal leader- 
ship that is unionnd upon the fanda- 
mental priaclptas of economics. Tljat 
political leadership keeps leself in 
power by appealing to prejudices that 
ahve had no reason for existence for 
the past forty years. There Is no need 
to recount the events out of which that 
prejudice arose The South now real- 
res and admits that a severance of the 
L'nion would have been a catastrophe. 
The North realizes and admits that 
the gross evils incldrat to 'carpet-bag' 
gorenunent la reoonstmctton days 
were unnecesssr and would never 
have permitted under Uie wise and 
snnpathetio -leadership ot a Uneoln 
But the eonfllet between the sections 
is a matter o fhistory — not a pres- 
ant problem, except so far as politi- 
cians use ii to divert attention from

"Southern statesmen, Washington. 
Jefferson and Madison, were leaders 
In the establishment o fthe American 
protective tariff system under which 
American industry thrived. Southern 
.-talesmen were also the originators 
of th esbip subsidy plan under which 
prior to 1850, American ocean steam- 
jhips won a pisce equal If not superior 
to that of the stesmships under the 
British flae. A narrow and short- 
sighted Southern statesmanship has 
In recent years impaired the inuds- 
tries of the nation in general and of 
the South in particular. As a result of 
those cahnged policies among South- 
ern leaders, this nation has sometimes 
been far from self-contained In Its 
productive industries and far from 
self-reliant In Its ocean transportation. 



"Prom indUitrUl leadort In every 
section of the South there has come 
in itcent years an Insistent demand 
for support of the protection policy, 
but the demand meet! little response 
from poitittoal leaders. It will be un- 
fortunate if the Industrial interesU 
Of the tenth can maae their influence 
felt In shaping the aoUon of their leg- 
Islstive repreeentattvcs."

8U per cent, of the sheep flocks in 
Kemuckv uru headed by grade or 
scrub rams, according to 1.. J. llor- 
lacher. In charge of sheep work at the 
Kentuck}' Agricultural ISxperiment ^ 
itstion. This condition exUta despite ' 
the fact that th* experience of sue- 
oetsfol ssheep raisers and the reaulu j 
of espertments at the staUon have ; 
shown that purebred nuns return S8 to 
40 per cent more profit than do grade 
or scrub rams, he added. 

"In view of these tacts, the owners 
of many flocl^s in the state can ma- 
terially Increase thoir profits by tak- 
ing steps now to obtain purebred rama 
for the coming breeding season. 8uch 
a ram should be active, strong, vigor- 
ous and massive with bold features. 
The greatest amount of service can 
be obtained from rams that are from 
one to tbre years old, snimals of this 
ige Mng able to head a flock of 35 
ewes under ordinary conditions. Ram 
lambs should not be used except un- 
der ezeeptlonal conditions, In which 
:aae one lamb should be used tor 
every eight or ten ewes In the flock- 
Rams that make good flock headers 
are symmetrical and evenly developed, 
are covered with deep, firm flesh, 
have a dense fleece and si;iiul square- 
ly on straight, Btn>ng and short legs. 

"The most popular breeds of sheep 
n Kentucky are the Southdowns and 
Hampshire although a purebred ram 
of any breed is much better than a 
scrub. Markets do not criticise white 
faced lambe to the extent that they did 
In former rears so that rams of white 
aced breeds, soeb as the Cheviot and 
the Dorset, can be used with profit 
Indications are thst good purebred 
rams will be scarce this year with the 
result that early Ifnying should be ad- 
visable."
